Upon an 
examination of the matter, it will be 
seen that these laws and customs, espe- 
cially in regard to taking interest, were 
well adapted to the civil and religious 
condition of the Israelite# Tlicy cer- 
tainly would not be suitable to our peo- 
ple and age ; and they are no more bind- 
ing upon us than the Jewish law regulat- 
ing and enforcing tithes.

A New Disposition of the Cotton 
Tax. 


 — 


The following bill for the relief of the 
southern states, by the compromise and. 
settlement of tueir debts, was introduc- 
ed in the house by Mr. Smith, of North 
Carolina : 

Whereas, There has been illegally as- 
sessed, collected and paid into the treas- 
ury of the United Statesa large sum of 
money, imposed as a tax upon the cotton 
product of certain etates,to wit: Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Leuisi- 
una, Mississippi, Texas and Arkansas; 
and, whereas the said states are involved 
in debt from which they cannot relieve 
themselves without assistance: There. 
ore, 

Be it enacted, etc. , That the secretary of 
the treasury and the attorney general are 
uereby directed without delay to confer 
with the creditors of states and ascertain 
upon what terms such indebtedness can 
be compromised and adjusted. The evi- 
dence shall be classified in the manner 
now established and recognized by the 
stock exchange of New York. If in the 
opinion of the secretary of the treasury 
and the attorney general, a reasonable 
and fair settlement of sueh indebtedness 
can be made, then the secretary of the 
treasury is hereby authorized to pay on 
the debt of each state a sum of money 
equaltothe amount of cotton tax collect- 
ed from the people of such state as afore- 
said: provided, that where the amount of 
cotton tax so paid by the people of any one 
of said states shall not be sufficient to dis- 
charge the whole of its indebtedness, 
payments shall first be made on debts 
contracted prior tothe first day of Janu- 
ary, A. D., 1861, the excess, if any, to 
be applied as far as it will go to the pay 
ment or debts contracted subsequent to 
May 1, 1865, according to their class, 
those of longcst date being entitled. to 
preference, 

2. And be it further enacted, That if 
uhere slam) Ve & SUTpPTUS after discharging 
the debts of any such states out of the 
so collected as aforesaid cotton tax, the 
secretary of the treasury is hereby di- 
rected to pay the same to the proper au- 
thorities of the state wherein the people 
reside from whom the same was col- 
lected, to be used for the support of the 
free schools of such state.

Shall we Have a Usury Law or Not? 
{LaGrange Reporter. } 

To usthere seems little room for a 
discussion of the question. Aside from 
the objection that the law is virtually 
dead, even while on the statute books, 
the proposition that a man should be 
allowed to use his money to the best ad- 
Vantaye, appears to us self-evident. The 
man who owns lands, or houses, of 
horses, or cattle, or merchandise. or rail- 
road or bank stock, sells them for the 
best price be can get; and there is no 
valid reason why the owner of money 
should not be allowed to do the same 
with his property. 

But we are met with the assertion that 
money is not property, but only repre- 
sents property. This distinction is en- 
tirely too subtile tobe grasped by our 
feeble mind; but we would remark that 
the same might be said of brains and 
muscle. Hence, the legislature ought to 
fix the fees of lawyers and doctors, 
carpenters and blacksmiths, This riduetio 
ad absurdum ison a par with the argu- 
ment so-called, that money only repre- 
sents property and therefore should not 
havethe same privileges as property, 
Free trade is a good democratic doctrine, 
whether applied to money or merchan- 
dise; and we hope the,coming legislature 
of Georgia will not so far forget the 
principles on which it was elected, as to 
claim the right to regulate private con- 
tracts between its consti uents.

resentative to the congress of the United 
States, in any of said states, citizens 
of the United States residing in 
such. states who possess the qusl- 
ifications for electors required by 
the constitution of said states re- 
spectively, on the 25th day of June, 1863, 
and of changes made in such constitu- 
tions as to time and place of residence of 
voters, shall be refused or not allowedto 
vote by the officers conducting such 
elections, or any of them, and « candi- 
date other than the candidate for whom 
such citizens proposed to vote shali huve 
obtained by the rejection of said votes a 
majority of the votes cast, then and in 
that event such election shall be void, 
and the person so elected shall not be 
permitted to take his seat as a member 
of the house of representatives, nor to 
draw his salary as a member until the 
question whether such election js void 
for the cause herein set forth shall 
be determined by the house of 
representatives in congress assem 
bled. Provided, That it shall be 
the duty of tne chief supervisor, un 
der the act of congress, for the congres- 
sional district in which said eleciion is 
held, to certify to the clerk of the 
house of representatives of  con- 
gress the fact that citizens 
ot the United States, residing in such 
district, having all of the qualifications 
of voters under the constitution of the 
state, in which is such district, as provi- 
ded in such constitution, on the twenty- 
fifth of Jun¢, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
eight, were not alloted to vote, or that 
the votes of such were refused, and not 
received, or not counted by any olticer, 
manager, or other person conducting 
such election, and that another person 
than the person such electors proposed 
to vote tor was declared elected, and 
that the votes thus rejected would have 
changed the result of the election had 
they been received and counted, and to 
forward such certificate to the clerk of 
the liouse of representatives of congress, 
arid thereupon the clerk shall not put 
the mame of the person declared to be 
elected from such district upon the roll 
of members, nor shall such person re- 
ceive any salary as a member of congress 
until he shall have been declared a mem- 
ber by the action of thehouse of repre- 
sentatives under the provisions of this 
act. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be the duty of 
the federal supervisors at the several pre- 
Ccincts at any election for representatives 
in congress in any of the said states; to 
keep a tally-list of the names Of all such 
persons whose votes are rejeCted or not 
counted as aforesaid, and of the names of 
persons for whom such electors proposed 
to vote, and to,certify the same, and also 
certify. the majority of the person de-, 
clared to be elected to the chief supervi- 
sor of the district within five days from 
the close of such election. 

Sec. 5. That the district and circuit
